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Disasters  Hit  F.S.C.!! 

Toxic  Waste  on  Quad         Missile  Found  Whitewasher  Hits

The  answer  to  the  annual  question  "Where's  the  grass  on  the  quad?"  was 
answered  last  week  when  toxic  waste  was  found  there. 


Groundsworkers,  digging  sod 
on  the  quad  to  begin  the  annual 
replacing  of  dead  grass  on  the 
quad  unearthed  a  barrel  of  what 
the  Environmetal  Protection 
Agency  (EPA)  has  labeled  a 
"harmful  toxic  waste"  late  last 
week. 

Mark  Beergut,  foreman  of  the 
workers  said  the  three  metal 
barrels  and  one  X-tra  Strength 
Baggie  were  found  directly  across 
from  Holmes  Dining  Commons. 

"We  didn't  know  what  it  was" 
said  Beergut,  "We  thought  it  was 
a  pipe,  but  it  turned  out  to  lbe  a 
couple  trash  cans.  I  knew  it  was 
trouble,  but  Harry  (Redneck) 
opened  up  one.  The  smell  was 
really  raunchy." 

Beergut  immediately  called 
EPA  officials  who  arrived  early 
the  next  day.  Police  had  mean- 
while barricaded  of  the  area, 
following  nausea  attacks  by  the 
workers  who  unearthed  it.  Upon 
their  arrival,  the  EPA  personel. 


clothed  in  radioactive  protective 
clothing,  began  removing  the 
toxic  waste. 

"This  is  worse  than  Love  Canal 
in  New  York,"  said  an  EPA 
spokesman.

Fitchburg  Named  Roach  Preserve 


Washington  (D.C.)  -  The  Na- 
tional Parks,  Recreation  and 
Wildlife  Commission  announced 
late  last  week  that  several  sec- 
tions of  Fitchburg  would  be 
designated  as  a  National  Wildlife 
Preserve.  According  to  Commis- 
sion   Chairman    Eule    Gibbons, 


"Fitchburg  should  take  pride  in 
the  fact  that  they  have  preserved 
the  natural  habitat  and  encour- 
aged flock  population  of  the 
Common  Eastern  Cockroach." 

Several  sections  of  North, 
Pearl,  Blossom,  Myrtle,  Day  and 
Congress  Streets  were  including 
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in  the  Preserve  area  which  will 
lose  all  local,  state  and  federal 
funding  to  further  the  small 
insect's  habitat. 

Fitchburg  Mayor  David  Gime- 
moreton  responded  to  the  an- 
nouncement in  an  interview 
with  the  Heretic's  Spam  Helpin 
by  saying,  "This  is  what  we've 
been  waiting  for.  This  was  my 
major  goal  this  year.  This  should 
help  us  nail  down  the  Ail- 
American  City  Trophy  again  this 
year."  Fitchburg  won  the  trophy 
in  1975,  and  is  a  finalist  again  this 
year. 

F.S.C.  President  Victor  J.  Hara 
said  "We  are  proud  that  most  of 
our  students  living  off  campus 
have  aided  in  this  massive  under- 
taking by  the  city.  This  should 
improve  the  relationship  between 
the  community  and  the  college."

Martin  Delivers  Horrid 


SGA  Overthrown

On  March  22nd,  professor 
Edwin  Martin,  triple  Nobel  Prize 
winner  and  holder  of  the  coveted 
Isaac  Asimov  Scepter,  appeared 
at  the  Weston  Auditorium  to  give 
his  world  renowned  lecture  on 
the  Theory  of  Pinball  Physics. 

Dr.  Martin  filled  the  hall  with 
students,  faculty  and  coverage 
from  Network  television.  Public 
Broadcasting  plans  a  "Nova" 
special  on  the  subject  scheduled 
for  sometime  in  July.  The  main 
theme  of  the  lecture  concerned 
inductance  and  resistance  result- 
ing in  coil  heating  on  Pinball 
machine  flipper  buttons.  Said 
Martin,  "As  the  heat  increases  the 
resistance  also  increases.  This 
slows  down  the  reaction  time  of 
the  flipper  denying  the  so-called 
Pinball  Wizard  a  last  second 
save."  Dr.  Martin  called  for  a 
moratorium  on  the  construction 
of  pinball  machines  until  refrig-* 
eration  or  cooling  systems  could 
be  developed.  "Although  they  are 
still  in  the  planning  stage,"  con- 
tinued Dr.  Martin,  "I  believe  it  is 
feasible  to  have  ammonia  or 
freon  cooled  vacuum  tubes  coiled 
around  the  most  vital  componests 
of  the  system  susceptible  to 
resistance  heating." 

When  asked  when  these 
models  would  be  available  to  the 
general  public.  Dr.  Martin 
claimed  the  product  could  be  in 
mass  production  "possibly  by 
1984."  This  remark  sent  spasms  of 
surprise  throughout  the  audi- 
torium and  a  few  reporters  from

UPI  dashed  out  to  get  the  story 
on  the  wire.  Prof.  Martin  began  to 
display  technical  designs  for  the 
project  but  CIA  officials  siezed 
the  documets  claiming  they 
weren't  declassified  yet.  A  New 
York  Times  reporter  complained 
that  this  government  interference 
was  censorship  and  violated  the 
1959  Freedom  of  Information  Act 
drawn  up  during  the  Eisenhower 
Administration.  That  reporter 
was  later  killed  in  an  accident  on 
495  while  heading  back  to  New 
York. 

Professor  Martin  received 
three  encores  and  baker's  dozen 
of  red  roses.  He  plans  to  speak  on 
Pinball  Rights  and  Advanced 
Quantum  Pinball  at  a  World 
Science  Council  meeting  at  the 
U.N.  in  New  York  later  this 
month.

The  Newman  Center  will  re- 
lease a  statement  deploring  the 
violence  and  urging  students 
everywhere  to  pray  for  peace 
later  this  week.

NEW  TIME  ZONE  ESTABLISHED  AT  F.S.C.

Thanks  to  three  months  of 
advanced  publicity,  begging  and 
pushing,  a  recent  concert  at 
Weston  Auditorium  just  broke 
even  by  selling  almost  600  of  the 
available  900  seats.  Featured  at 
the  concert  were  Jethro  Tull, 
Pink  Floyd  and  the  Cars.  Most 
fans  agreed  that  the  surprise  last 
minute  addition  of  Steely  Dan 
was  brought  the  majority  of  the 
viewers.  This  reporter  couldn't 
make  it  because  of  a  repeat  of 
"Dirty  Harry"  on  Channel  38,  but 
reports  claim  the  concert  was 
marginally  successful. 

The  Cars  opened  up  the  con- 
cert with  an  energetic  perfor- 
mance consisting  of  some  hits 
from  their  past  three  albums  and 
some  new  tunes  from  their  yet  to 


be  released  "Futures"  album. 
Jethro  Tull  was  second  and  Ian 
Anderson  displayed  one  of  his 
most  skillful  performances  to 
date  only  to  receive  lukewarm 
applause.  He  later  passed  out 
from  exhaustion  and  had  to  be 
carried  off  the  stage  amid  boo's 
and  hisses.  Pink  Floyd  was  next 
performing  a  few  numbers  from 
"The  Wall"  album.  Their  special 
effects  included  a  breakthrough 
wall  almost  sixty  feet  high  con- 
structed entirely  of  styrofoam. 
The  laser-light  show  was  okay  but 
was  probably  better  on  their  last 
world  tour. 

The  encore  was  performed  by 
Walter  Fagen  and  Donald  Becker 
of  Steely  Dan  in  their  very  first 
concert  to  of  all  time.  Without  a 
studio,  Steely  Dan  lacked  some  of 


their  clarity  and  some  of  their 
sounds  were  drowned  by  the  sax 
performances.  Songs  from  "Aja" 
and  "Pretzel  Logic"  almost  re- 
ceived a  standing  ovation,  much 
to  Fagen's  surprise.  "I  thought 
they  were  dead,"  he  said  later. 

SGA  spokespeople  claim  the 
almost  heartening  response  was 
enough  to  get  them  to  accept 
amother  triple-bill  for  next  semes- 
ter. This  time,  Cheap  Trick, 
Aerosmith  and  the  Who  will  be 
featured.  There  is  a  rumor  that 
the"  remaining  Beatles  had  de- 
cided to  come  together  for'  one 
last  show  at  Fitchburg  State  but 
were  turned  down  because  the 
concert  was  already  too  long. 
Tickets  for  the  show  will  be  $3.50 
at  the  door;  $2.50  for  students 
with  and  FSC  ID.  Rah. 


Apathy  to  Be  Restored 


Weekend  Concert  Planned 


The  Programs  Committee  of 
Fitchburg  State  College  recently 
announced  that  they  would  spon- 
sor an  Apathy  Weekend  Concert 
that  would  rival  those  hosted  by 
U-Mass  every  spring.  In  a  further 
move  to  insult  U-Mass,  the  com- 
mittee announced  that  the  con- 
cert would  be  held  on  the  same 
day  as  their  infamous  event.  Last 
year,  the  Allman  Brothers  Band 
was  the  headliner  in  Amherst. 

Matt  Darnit,  committee 
spokesman,  said,  "We  think  we've 
lined  up  quite  an  impressive  list  of 
artists  for  this  concert.

Darnit  went  on 
to  explain  that  all  three  of  the 
artists  scheduled  to  appear  have 
had  albums  in  the  top-ten  (in 
England). 

The  lineup  will  be  (in  order  of 
appearance)  Roger  Whitaker, 
Boxcar  Willie  and  headlining  will 
be  the  world  famous  multi-media 
star,  Slim  Whitman! 

A  Programs  Committee  mem- 
ber, who  wished  to  remain  name- 
less, said,  "We  could  have  had 
Springsteen,  James  Taylor  and 
the  Grateful  Dead,  but  we  didn't 


have  the  money." 

Whitman  is  a  celebrity  in  his 
own  right.  More  popular  than 
Elvis  or  the  Beatles,  Whitman  was 
voted  the  top  international  male 
recording  artist  in  England  four 
years  in  a  row  (1054-58).  Count- 
less old  ladies  have  fainted 
(vaguely  reminiscent  of  the 
Beatles  hysteria)  upon  hearing  his 
songs  like  "Vaya  Con  Dios", 
"Blue  Eyes  Crying  in  the  Rain" 
and  "Rosemarie". 

Programs  got  Whitman  cheap. 
For  $50  and  a  round  of  tacos,  he 
and  his  "Hot  Tamale  Band"  have 
agreed  to  do  a  four  hour  show.  To 
promote  the  show,  Whitman  will 
appear  in  the  G-Lobby,  greasing 
several  cars  with  his  hair,  and 
handing  out  autographed  records, 
posters,  t-shirts,  tubes  of  Bryl- 
cream  and  chewing  tobbacco. 

When  asked  what  he  thought 
about  performing  at   Fitchburg, 

he  replied,  "I  love  Pittsburg 

and  they  love  me."  When  cor- 
rected, he  replied,  "Well,  it's  fifty 
dollars." 

Other  acts  are  more  than 
familiar  to  all  watchers  of  UHF 
stations  27,  56  and  38  as  well  as  9 
and  11  from  New  York.  Roger 
Whitaker,    a    former    English 


school  teacher,  has  starred  in 
several  of  his  own  commercials 
and  has  been  heard  on  such 
stations  as  WSSH,  WZID  and 
KRAP.  "America's  Favorite 
Hobo,"  otherwise  known  as  Box 
Car  Willie,  is  of  course  "from  the 
hearland  of  America."  His  rags  to 
rags  story  is  familiar  now  to 
almost  every  person  across  the 
country.  George  Thorogood, 
noted  blues-rock  artist,  said  of 
Willie's  rendition  of  "Move  It  On 
Over",  "I've  never  cried  like  I  did 
when  I  heard  it," 

Tickets  will  go  on  sale  for  the 
May  16  event  on  May  17,  with 
advance  sales  set  at  $.50  for  FSC 
students  and  $.75  for  others. 

"This  concert  comes  hot  on  the 
heals  of  the  March  22nd  Carrs, 
Pink  Floyd,  Jethro  Tull  and  Steely 
Dan  concert  that  almost  broke 
even,  and  should  help  re-establish 
the  long  standing  Apathetic 
tradition  that  has  been  a  hallmark 
of  FSC  for  rnany  years,"  con-  , 
eluded  Darnit.

"WALRUS"  SINGER  KILLED

A  great  tragedy  occured  last 
Monday  when  the  lead  singer  of 
the  rock  group  "WALRUS"  was 
shot  and  killed  outside  his  apart- 
ment complex  in  Cherry  Hill, 
New  Jersey,  by  a  fanatical 
assassin. 

Walrus  has  played  at  FSC 
several  times  in  the  past  and  has 
received  enthusiastic  receptions 
every  time.  This  group  is  one  of 
the  many  little-known  groups  that 
make  their  living  imitating  the 
Beatles.  Their  last  appearance  at 
FSC  was  January  23rd,  and  all 
those  who  attended  will  remem- 
ber the  wonderful  time  they  had 
at  that  mini-concert.  It  comes  as 
a  great  shock  to  all  of  us  to  learn 
of  the  ill-fated  death  of  Walrus's 
lead  singer,  whose  name  I  have 
unfortunately  forgotten.

Today,  ground  breaking  cere- 
monies for  the  long  awaited 
tunnel  linking  the  McKay 
Campus  School  with  the  rest  of 
the  Fitchburg  State  Campus  were 
held  somewhere  inside  the  exist- 
ing tunnel  system.  The  actual 
construction  site  has  been  sealed 
off  so  that  work  may  proceed 
without  interruptions.  This  is  only 
the  beginning  of  the  longest 
burrow  through  Fitchburg. 

The  tunnel  construction  pro- 
ject will  benefit  almost  every 
group  on  campus.  "We've  fought 
long  and  hard  for  this,"  said  Mutt 
Coleslaw,  President  of  the  Stu- 
dent Government.  "For  years 
we've  tried  to  appropriate  student 
funds  to  build  this.  Now  it  will  be 
a  reality." 

"It  is  a  big  step  in  improving 
this  campus,"  said  President 
Farrah.  "It  should  draw  the 
college  community  closer  to- 
gether." 

"It    is    hoped    that    eventually 


we'll  be  able  to  construct  an 
underground  system  between  all 
10  state  colleges,  community 
colleges,  and  UMass  as  well," 
added  an  optimistic  Coleslaw. 

Financing  for  this  project  will 
be  tight.  A  10c  toll  fee  will  be 
charged  to  all  McKay  tunnel 
users  until  the  enormous  bills  are 
paid  off.  This  proposal  was  made 
by  members  of  the  Accounting 
Society,  who  would  be  heavy 
users  of  the  new  facility.  The 
Marketing  Club  volunteered  to 
make  posters  to  advertise  the  new 
tunnel  to  the  rest  of  the  college 
community,  while  the  Programs 
Committee  has  already  started 
designing  T-shirts  for  the  gala 
opening. 

The  Geography  Department 
plans  to  assist  in  digging  the  new 
tunnel.  "What  an  opportunity  to 
study  the  strata  Fitchburg  is  built 
on!"  an  excited  Dr.  Champagne 
said.

A  Fitchburg  State  College 
Student,  Mike  "the  Barf"  Iron- 
belly  recently  won  a  350,000 
dollar  settlement  from  DIKI,  the 
food  service  at  the  Holmes  Dining 
Commons  it  was  announced 
yesterday.
